2, one such instance occurred. o: 30 dune 1951, when a group ef four Manila 
Chinese students, aged approximately 17-18, failed to return to their 
hones. Parents and teachers of the youtns believe that the students,

contact with alleged Communist sympathizers and with persons suspected cf 
being Communist agents.
